WASHINGTON—It may raaite sorr.e p eop le 
linhap p y to have it p ublished, but tne White 
Hou^e recently received a confdental rnenio tell­ 
ing how thoroughly ail Decornrats had befen 
p urged from the U. S, information office ana 
how Harry Trum an’s p icture definitely vas now 
shown on U. S. information builetm boaids 
abroad. 
Reason for the memo was a (’oinp laint from 
food old sp eaker Joe Martin that the U. S. 
information oftices were still harnur iig Deino- 
erats and were even flaunting Harr\ Truman’s 
p icture over.seois. Rep ublican congressmen used 
this as an ex cuse to cut the iniormaHon fjffic*i;'s 
budget by |13,000,000—a dia^^tic rut at a tinie 
when lioviet p rop aganda oftTces are sp ending 
money by the basketful. 
So the White House asked for a rep ort and got 
back this word: 
“With resp ect to the Acheson sp eeches ana 
Truman-Ache&on p lc•ture^ rep ortedl> on disp lay 
at our p osts in Sp ain,” derends the memo, '•W^'e 
have talked p ersonally with our p ublic aifairs 
officer, Bill Cody, in liladnd. He swear,- that 
they have had no Achesv>u mateiiuls tor dist.'’i- 
bution anywhere in the country since the p res­ 
ent administi'dtion came in. They have had no 
p icture disp lay.s of Truman or 
AcIicmui any- 
w'here. There were disp lay.s of Marshall’s p ictuie 
at the time he won the Nobel Peace p rize last 
year. It is just p ossible that Truman might have 
been in one of the p ictures with Marshall, but 
he knows of no such instance. Cody i.- one of 
our best men and definitely not an egghead.” 
The memo i.s dated ülay 1!, 1954. and .signed 
by able Abbott Washburn, the agency's dep uty 
director, a former ex ecutive of Gciieral Mills, 
Inc., and national director of the citizens for 
Eisenhower daring the 1952 camp aign. 
In the secret*niemo, Wa.shburn .<ta.es; "Better 
than 5,000 p eop le have been drop p ed from this 
agency since 
the 
Ei.senho’wer 
administration 
took over on January 20, 1953, Some 2.300 of 
these were Americans. The rest were local nal- 
ionaic. In other words, we got n d of alino.st half 
o f the total number of Americans formerly 
emp loyed, I dought w'hether any other agency in 
Washington has dismissed, p ercentagewise, more 
emp loyees than we have. 
“To say ‘they have not cleaned house—it is 
the sans« « Id p ersonnel* it ju.st not true’” Wash­ 
burn laments. 


“in order for the agency to reflect adminis­ 
tration Rep ublican p olicy,” the memo continues, 
“We set about the difficult task of filling as 
many senior ex ecutive p osts as p ossible with 
qualified Rep ublicans 
. . . . The attached list 
of senior officers of the agency reveals an 
overwhelming p rep onderance 
of Rep ublicans. 
There are no Democrat.« among them. Three are 
government career men with absolutely no p ol­ 
itical coloration. One is an indep endent We are 
p roud of the high caliber of this team. They are 
definitely not ‘the same old crowd of new deal 
symp athizers'* To suggest such a thing is ex ­ 
tremely unfair to what Ted Streibert fthe direc­ 
tor) has accomp lished in the nine months he 
has been here.” 


Note—Originally this p olitical p urge was or­ 
dered to ap p ease Senator McCarthy, who sent 
his two junior G-men, Roy Cohn and Dave 
Sv-ihine, on a barnstorming trip through Europ e 
to investigate America’.« information p rogram. 


Famt Leaders' Handout« 


It now develop s that certain p » *omir.ent lead­ 
ers have been collecting .soil conservation p ay­ 
ments for their own farms at the .same time 
they h a\e been denouncing those p ayments. 
Of all the farm leaders, Farm Bureau President 
Allan Kline has been the loude.st in at’acking 
the soil con.servation p rogram. 


“Payment.« for p ractice.« wnich have becoiTie 
a normal and accep ted p art of farming op eiation.s 
. . . . should be discontinued.” he told congress 
with ringing righteeusries.s. "P'armers recognize 
that the p ractice of adding fertilizers to tillable 
aries is a necessary and p rofitable ex p enditure 
for obtaining increased p roduction. Pavments 
should be di.scontiniied on those p ractices ” 
Vet the confidential records at the agriculture 
dep artment show that Kline has been taking 
handouts for these very p ractice.s. In 1947 he 
collected $231.91 for contouring co m and sp read- 
mg fertilizer on his farm rn Benton C’ountv. 
Iowa, In 1948 he accep ted another .$113.08 for 
p lowing under green manure. In 1949 he ap p lied 
for .$234 for fertilizer p ractice.s and another $54 
for other con.servation step s. This was p rorated | 
down tn $212.14. Again m 1950 he 
collected i 
toal ap p lication in 1951 was for $307.20, but thi.s 
$247.14 for sp reading I rr.e and fertilizer. Hrs

was reduced to $281.43.

More Farm Payments 


The same p attern has been followed o y other 
farm leaders, including National Grange head 
Her.« chel Newsom, who ie.« tified un Cap itol Hill: 
“We feel that there i.s little justification for 
making (soil conservation) 
p ayments to the 
farmers who would automatically carry out nec- 
' 
essary conservation p ractices at a p rofit to 
themselve.s without 
incentive p ayments. 
The 
inability of low-income farmers to finance these 
p ractice.« has been used as an argument for 
direct subsidy p ayments, but vve cannot solve 
basic farm p roblems bv p utting farmers on a 
dole. We recommend elimination of the p resent 
system.” 


T et Nevv.som has been accep tiiig subsidies for 
! 
his own 492-aere farm in Bartholomew' County, j 
Ind., ever since 1943. 
He collected $216.44 in ; 
1943, and submitted 
ap p lications each 
year 
thereafter. In 1949, for ex amp le, he collected 
$105.25. In 1950 he accep ted $199.05. In 1951 his 
mother, Mrs. Nellie Newsom, maoe out the ap ­ 
p lication and got .$90. 


The p owerful bos^ of the Iowa Grange. Har­ 
old E. Pace, has also been collecting con.« erv .ation 
p ayments for.his 120-acre farm. The « ame i.s 
true of Charles Shuman, p resident of the llanois 
agricultural association, who has been out in 
front in .« p eaking against conservation hand­ 
outs. Since 1951,, however, a tenant farmer, 
Arthur Fresh, has been signing the ap p lications 
for the Shuman farm. 


Note—Farmers must 
make out comp licated 
“intention .« heets” and sign ap p lic.dions m col­ 
lect their p ayments, so they can’t cla.m the 
money w as unsolicited.
